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INFORMATION FOR NON-SPIRITUALISTS. 


Ix thirty years Spiritualism has spread through all the most 
eivilised countries on the globe, untilit now has tens of thou- 
sands of adherents, and about thirty periodicals. It has also out- 
lived the same popular abuse which at the outset opposed rail- 
ways, gas, and Galileo's discovery of the rotation of the earth. 

The Dialectical Society, under the presidency of Sir John 
Lubbock, appointed a large committee, which for two years 
investigated the phenomena occurring in the presence of non- 
professional mediums, and finally reported that the facts were 
true, that the raps and other noises governed by intelligenco 
were real, and that solid objects sometimes moved in the 
presence of mediums without being touched. 

Mr. William Crookes, F.R.S., editor of the Quarterly Journal of 
Science, devisor of the radiometer, and discoverer of the new metal 
thallium, investigated the phenomena of Spiritualism in his own 
house, and reported them to be true. Mr. A. R. Wallace, Mr. 
Cromwell Varley, Prof. Zöllner, and a great number of intelligent 
professional men have done the same. 


HOW TO FORM SPIRIT CIRCLES AT HOME. 


Inquirers into the phenomena of Spiritualism should begin by 
forming circles in their own homes, with no Spiritualist or 
stranger to the family present. 

The assertions of a few newspapers, conjurors, and men of 
science that the alleged phenomena are jugglery are proved to be 
untrue by the fact that manifestations are readily obtained by 
private familics, with no stranger present, and without deception 
by any member of the family. At tho present time there are 
only about half a dozen professional mediüma for tho physical 
phenomena in all Great Britain, consequently, if these wero all 
tricksters (which they are not), they are so few in number as to 
be unable to bear out the imposture theory as the foundation of 
the great movement of modern Spiritualism. Readers should 
protect themsclves against any impostors who may tell them that 
the phenomena are not real, by trying simple home experiments 
which cost nothing, thus showing how cgregiously those aro 
duped who trust in worthless authorities. 

ne or more persons possessing medial powers without know- 
ing it are to be found in nearly every household, and about ono 
new circle in threc, formed according to the following instruc- 
tions, obtains the phenomena :— 

1. Let arrangements be made that there shall be no interrap- 
tion for one hour during the sitting of the circle. 

2. Let the circle consist of four, five, or six individuals, about 
the same number of each sex. Sitin subdued light, but sufficient 
to allow everything to be scen clearly, round an uncovered 
wooden table, with all the palms of the hands in contact with its 
top surface. Whether the hands touch cach other or not is of 
little importance. Any table will do. 

3. Belief or unbelief has no influence on the manifestations, - 
but an acrid feeling against them is wenkening. 

4. Before the manifestations begin, it is well to engage in 
general conversation or in singing, and it is best that ncither 
should be of a frivolous nature. 

5. The first symptom of the invisible power at work is often a 
feeling like a cool wind sweeping over tho hands. The first 
indications will probably be table-tilting or raps. 

6. When motions of the table or sounds are produced freely, 
to avoid confusion Ict one person only speak; he should talk to 
the table as to an intelligent being. Let him tell the table that 
three tilts or raps mean “ Yes,’ one mans “ No,” and two mean 
“ Doubtful,” and ask whether the arrangement is understood. 
If three raps be given in answer, then say, “If f speak tho 
letters of the alphabet slowly, will you signal every time I come 
to the letter you want, and spell us out a message?” Should 
three signals be given, set to work on the plan proposed, and 
from this time an intelligent system of eommunication is 
established. 

7. Possibly symptoms of other forms of mediumship, snch as 
trance or clairvoyance, may develop ; tho better class ot 
messages, as judged by their religious and philosophical merits 
usually accompany such manifestations rather than tho more 
objective phenomena. After the manifestations are obtained, 
the observers should not go to the other extreme and givo way 
to an excess of credulity, but shonld believe no moro about them 
or the contents of the messages than they are forced to do by 
undeniable proof. f ie ` 

8. Should no results be obtained at the first two séances becausu 
no medium chances tọ be present, try again with other sitters. 
A medium is usually an impulsive individual, very sensitivo to 
mesmeric influences. j 

Mediumship may either be used or abused. Mediums should 
not lower their strength by sitting more than about twice a 
week; angular, excitable people, had better avoid the nervoug 
stimulus of mediumship altogether.
